RULES. 


1.  The  Hospital  is  designed  for  the  treatment  and  accom¬ 
modation  of  cases  of  disease  and  accident.  No  chronic,  in¬ 
curable  or  infectious  cases  will  be  admitted. 

2.  The  Hospital  Area  shall  be  the  Parishes  of  Dolgelley, 
Barmouth,  Brithdir  and  Islaw  rdref,  Llanelltyd,  Llanfachreth, 
Llanddwywe  Uwch,  Llanaber,  Llangelynin  &  Dinas  Mawddwy 

Cases  may  be  admitted  from  other  Parishes  in  the  Dolgelley 
Union  not  affiliated  to  another  Hospital  Area  on  special  terms. 

Patients  outside  the  foregoing  areas  may  also  be  admitted 
on  terms  determined  by  the  Committee. 

3.  All  property  and  investments  shall  be  vested  in  five 
Trustees  appointed  by  the  Governing  Body. 

4.  The  Governing  Body  shall  consist  of 

(а)  Life  Members,  i.e.  Donors  of  £ 20  and  upwards. 

(б)  Annual  Subscribers  of  £l  Is.  and  upwards. 

(c)  Elected  Members — The  Five  Trustees  ;  Two  nominees 
of  the  Red  Cross  Association  ;  The  Chairman  and  Clerk  of 
the  following: — Dolgelley  U.D.C.;  Barmouth  U.D.C.;  Dob 
gel  ley  Union  ;  Parish  Councils  of  Brithdir,  etc.;  Llanfach¬ 
reth,  etc.  ;  Llanelltyd,  etc.  ;  Dinas  Mawddwy,  etc.;  One 
Representative  of  each  Body  of  Persons  subscribing  One 
Guinea  annually. 

5.  There  shall  be  an  Annual  Meeting  of  the  Governing 
Body  in  the  month  of  January  in  each  year,  of  which  seven 
clear  days’  notice  shall  be  given,  and  a  Special  Meeting  may 
be  called  at  any  time  by  the  Committee  of  Management. 

6.  The  Chairman  of  the  Committee  of  Management  shall 
be  elected  at  the  Annual  Meeting. 

7.  No  motion  not  arising  out  of  the  business  of  the  day 
shall  be  made  at  any  General  Meeting  without  previous  notice. 
Such  notice  shall  be  given  in  writing  to  the  Secretary  on  or 
before  the  31st  of  December,  and  a  copy  of  it  shall  be  for- 
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warded  to  each  Governor  with  the  notice  convening'  the  Meet¬ 
ing.  In  case  of  doubt  as  to  the  motions  to  which  this  rule 
applies,  the  decision  of  the  Chairman  shall  be  final. 

8.  An  Executive  or  Management  Committee  shall  be  elect¬ 
ed  at  the  Anuual  Meeting  of  the  Governing  Body,  and  shall 
consist  of  27  persons  in  addition  to  the  following  Ex-Officio 
members,  namely: — 

The  Chairman  of  the  Governing  Body. 

The  Five  Trustees. 

Honorary  Treasurer. 

Two  Representatives  of  the  Red  Cross  Society,  together 
with  the  Honorary  Medical  Officers  in  an  advisory 
capacity. 

9.  One-third  of  the  elected  representatives  of  the  Manage¬ 
ment  Committee  shall  retire  each  year,  and  shall  be  eligible 
for  re-election. 

10.  The  Committee  of  Management  shall  meet  at  least  once 
in  every  two  months. 

Special  Meetings  for  the  consideration  of  urgent  matters 
may  be  convened  by  the  Secretary  at  any  time  on  a  written 
request  of  the  Chairman  or  of  three  Members  of  the  Com¬ 
mittee,  and  the  object  of  such  Meeting  shall  be  stated  in  the 
notice  convening  same. 

Ten  Members  shall  form  a  quorum. 

11.  No  alteration  shall  be  made  in  these  Rules  except  at 
the  Annual  General  Meeting.  Notice  of  proposed  alterations 
shall  be  sent  to  the  Secretary  not  later  than  31st  December, 
and  such  notice  shall  appear  on  the  Agenda  of  the  Annual 
Meeting. 

12.  Application  for  admission  to  the  Hospital  shall  be 
addressed  to  the  Matron,  accompanied  by  a  Letter  of  Recom¬ 
mendation  from  (a)  a  Life  Governor,  or  (b)  an  Annual  Sub¬ 
scriber  of  £1  Is.,  or  (c)  a  Body  of  people  subscribing  £1  Is. 
Such  Letter  of  Recommendation  entitles  the  Patient  to  treat¬ 
ment  in  Hospital  for  two-  weeks  at  10/6  per  week,  vide  Rule 
14.  A  Certificate  from  the  Medical  Attendant  must  accom- 
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pany  the  application  certifying  that  the  case  is  not  chronic, 
incurable,  or  infectious. 

Where  the  number  of  applications  for  admission  exceeds 
the  number  of  beds  available,  the  Committee  of  Management, 
after  consultation  with  the  Medical  Officers,  shall  determine 
the  order  in  which  the  patients  shall  be  admitted. 

Provided  always  that  if  such  Medical  Attendant  consider  a 
case  as  one  of  great  urgency,  such  case  as  also  the  case  of 
sudden  accident,  may  be  admitted  on  the  certificate  of  such 
Medical  Attendant,  to  be  followed  by  a  letter  of  recommenda¬ 
tion  within  a  reasonable  time. 

If  the  patient  is  not  admitted,  a  new  letter  of  recommenda¬ 
tion  will  be  sent  to  the  Governor  who  recommended  the  case. 

13.  The  House  Committee  at  every  Meeting  shall  review 
all  cases  under  treatment.  No  Patient  shall  remain  in  Hos¬ 
pital  for  a  period  exceeding  Four  weeks,  except  on  the  recom¬ 
mendation  of  the  Medical  Attendant  in  charge  of  the  case, 
who,  if  unable  to  attend  the  Meeting,  will  express  his  views 
in  writing.  The  permission  of  the  Committee  may  then  be 
given. 

14.  Patients  admitted  to  the  Hospital  will  be  required  to 
pay  Fees  weekly  in  advance.  If  admitted  without  a  Ticket 
of  Recommendation,  they  shall  pay  £1  Is.  weekly  for  the  first 
two  weeks.  If  admitted  with  such  a  Letter,  the  Fee  shall  be 
10/6  weekly  for  one  fortnight:  at  the  termination  of  each 
fortnight,  a  further  Letter  is  required,  failing  which  the  Fee 
will  become  £ 1  5s,  weekly.  Patients  who  are  in  a  position 
to  give  higher  Fees  are  expected  to  give  a  Donation.  Patients 
from  outside  the  District  (vide  Rule  2)  will  pay  a  higher  Fee, 
such  Fee  to  be  fixed  by  the  Committee.  The  Hospital  Charges 
do  not  include  Medical  Fees. 

Patients  admitted  to  the  Private  Ward  to  pay  a  fee  of  £4  4s. 
per  week,  together  with  the  cost  of  Medical  Attendance,  Night 
rNurse,  and  Special  Appliances  (if  any).  In  the  cases  of 
persons  occupying  the  Private  Ward  for  a  period  exceeding 
six  weeks,  the  House  Committee  shall  have  authority,  if  so 
desired,  to  accept  a  reduced!  fee  of  £3  3s.  per  week  instead 
of  £4  4s.  per  week. 

Maternity  Cases  will  be  accepted  at  fees  fixed  in  accord¬ 
ance  with  the  rental  of  patient’s  house;  with  a  minimum  of 
£3  3s.  per  week. 
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15.  The  Committee  shall  have  full  power  to  appoint  and 
dismiss  officers  of  the  Hospital ;  to  fix  their  remuneration  when 
salaried ;  to  make  such  bye-laws  as  may  be  required  for  the 
good  management  of  the  Hospital,  and  to  appoint  Sub-Com¬ 
mittees  of  their  number,  and  to>  delegate  its  functions  to  such 
Sub-Committee  where  necessary. 

16.  A  register  of  attendances  at  Committee  Meetings  shall 
be  kept,  and  such  record  shall  be  made  known  at  the  Annual 
General  Meeting  before  the  Chairman  for  the  past  year  retires. 

17.  No  Sub-Committee  shall  consist  of  more  than  fifteen 
members,  and  neither  the  Committee  of  Management  or  the 
Sub-Committee  shall  have  power  to  co-opt  members.  The 
Honorary  Medical  Officers  shall  be  deemed  to  be  advisory 
members  of  the  Nursing  and  House  Committee. 

18.  Nominations  for  the  vacancies  on  the  Committee  of 
Management  in  each  year  shall  be  sent  to  the  Secretary  on  or 
before  the  31st  December  previous,  and  the  names  of  the 
persons  so  nominated  shall  appear  on  the  Agenda  of  the 

Annual  Meeting. 

19.  Minutes  of  Sub-Committees  and  Record  of  Attend¬ 
ance  should  be  kept,  and  be  open  to  inspection  by  any  member 
of  the  Management  Committee  at  any  time.  Each  Sub-Com¬ 
mittee  shall  appoint  its  own  Chairman,  whose  term  of  office 
shall  not  exceed  one  year. 

20.  Members  of  the  Committee  shall  be  entitled  to  visit  the 
Hospital  at  all  times,  and  the  Committee  shall  make  arrange¬ 
ments  to  ensure  that  the  Hospital  be  visited  by  Members  of 
the  Committee  at  regular  intervals. 

21.  The  Matron  shall  devote  her  whole  time  to  the  duties 
of  the  Hospital,  and  shall  collect  all  the  fees  payable  by 
patients.  She  shall  have  charge  of  all  the  linen,  bedding, 
towels,  etc.,  and  keep  a  correct  inventory  of  the  same  for 
production  when  required  by  the  Committee,  and  shall  carry 
out  such  other  duties  as  the  Committee  may  from  time  to  time 
determine,  and  shall,  subject  to  the  approval  of  the  Committee, 
have  power  to  engage  and  dismiss  the  servants  of  the  Hos¬ 
pital.  Her  engagement  shall  be  terminable  by  one  month’s 
notice. 
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22.  A  Secretary  shall  be  appointed  by  the  Committee  to 
conduct  the  correspondence  relative  to  the  Hospital,  to  collect 
the  Subscriptions,  and  keep  an  account  of  the  same,  and  to 
fulfil  such  duties  as  the  Committee  may  direct. 

23.  All  bills  and  accounts  shall  be  paid  by  the  Honorary 
Treasurer  and  Secretary,  after  having*  been  submitted  to'  and 
approved  by  the  Management  Committee. 

24.  Subscriptions  shall  be  due  on  the  first  January  in  each 
calendar  year. 

25.  Each  Life  Governor  shall  have  a  letter  of  Recommend¬ 
ation  annually  for  every  £ 20  of  his  or  her  donation,  each 
Annual  Governor  shall  have  one  letter  of  Recommendation  for 
every  £1  Is.  contributed,  and  the  Representatives  or  Repres¬ 
entative  of  a  Body  of  persons  shall  have  one  letter  for  every 
£1  Is.  contributed,  which  will  be  forwarded  on  receipt  of 
subscription.  Extra  Letters  of  Recommendation  may  be 
purchased  by  Subscribers  for  £i  5s.  each, 

26.  No  one  shall  take  part  in  Hospital  Meetings  nor  be  en¬ 
titled  to  any  privileges  as  a  Subscriber,  unless  their  Subscrip¬ 
tions  for  the  Current  Year  have  been  paid. 
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SUBSCRIPTIONS  BECOME  DUE  (IN  ADVANCE)  ON  THE  FIRST 
DAY  OF  JANUARY  IN  EACH  YEAR,  AND  IT  IS  RESPECTFULLY

REPORT  FOR  1928. 


GENERAL  REPORT. 

In  the  last  Annual  Report  it  was  recorded  that  the  tender 
for  the  erection  of  the  New  Hospital  Building'  had  been 
accepted.  The  Building  is  now  practically  completed. 

This  overshadows  the  ordinary  subjects  usually  referred 
to,  but  there  are  some  important  matters  to  bring  to  notice. 

It  is  almost  certain  that  before  the  present  Year  expires,  500 
Patients  will  have  passed  through  the  Hospital.  71  were  ad¬ 
mitted  last  Year.  It  would  naturally  be  expected  that  as  the 
numbers  increase,  so  also  would  the  Subscriptions.  There 
can  be  few  who  have  not  had  a  friend,  a  relative,  or  an  em¬ 
ployee,  as  patient  in  the  Hospital,  but  instead  of  being  greater, 
the  Subscriptions  are  less  than  they  were.  There  are  not  20 
Subscribers  of  over  One  Guinea  a  Year:  less  than  50  in  the 
whole  of  this  large  District  give  One  Guinea — that  is,  at  the 
rate  of  1/9  a  month.  Is  one  shilling  and  nine  pence  sufficient 
to  maintain  the,  Hospital  and  the  District  Nursing?  We 
earnestly  commend  these  facts  to  your  serious  consideration. 

The  Finance  Committee’s  Report  deal  fully  with  the  Fin¬ 
ancial  aspect,  but  it  would  here  be  as  well  to  say  that  the 
average  time  patients  remained  in  the  Hospital  during  the 
past  Year  was  three  and  a  half  weeks.  Also  that  the  average 
number  in  Hospital  was  6,  and  that  the  expense  per  head  per 
annum  including  the  Staff  come  to  less  than  £75  each,  an 
extremely  moderate  figure.  This  figure  includes  share  of  nil 
expenses — Salaries,  Rent,  Fuel,  provisions,  and  every  other 
item.  -  ■ 
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ANNUAL  REPORT  OF  THE  HOUSE  COMMITTEE. 

Staff. — The  Year  has  been  remarkable  for  the  number  of 
Patients  received  in  the  Hospital,  for  71  have  been  admitted. 
An  unusually  large  number  of  very  serious  cases  have  been 
treated,  and  many  of  the  recoveries  are  largely  due  to  the 
nursing  and  devotion  of  the  Matron  and  Staff .  There  have 
been  many  motor  accidents,  some,  unfortunately,  incurably 
injured  when  brought  to  the  Hospital.  But  other  very 
severe  cases  have  entirely  recovered.  We  are  fortunate  in 
having  a  Matron  whose  skill  and1  kindness  is  so  appreciated 
by  her  Patients. 

District  Nursing. — The  District  Nurse  once  more  has  done 
excellent  work.  It  was  thought  that  it  would  make  it  easier 
for  her  not  to  reside  in  the  Plospital,  and  she  is  comfortably 
lodged  in  the  town.  It  Was  expected  that  the  extra  expense 
would  be  met  by  additional  subscriptions,  but  this  hope  has 
not  been  fulfilled,  and1  the  Nursing  Service,  as  the  Financial 
Report  shows,  absorbs  a  very  large  amount  of  the  Subscrip¬ 
tions.  Mention  must  be  made  of  other  Nurses  who  have 
assisted  in  the  district  from  time  to  time.

ANNUAL  REPORT  OF  THE  FINANCE  COMMITTEE. 


The  deficiency  at  the  end  of  the  Year  amounted  to  £246 
8s.  4d. 

The  Finance  Committee  beg  again  to  draw  attention  to 
the  fact  that  the  Subscriptions  are  declining,,  in  spite  of  the 
fact  that  the  expenditure  on  the  Nursing  Service  has  increased, 
and  will  be  considerably  more  this  Year,  in  view  of  the  fact 
that  the  District  Nurse  resides  in  town,  and  not  in  the  Hos¬ 
pital  as  heretofore. 

The  Committee  would  feel  very  grateful  if  those  interested 
in  the  Hospital  and  Nursing  Work,  outside  the  Committee, 
would  undertake  to  organise  Entertainments  to  feed  the  Cur¬ 
rent  Account,  and  to  reduce  and  wipe  out  the  deficit  mentioned. 
Only  £3  17s.  was  received  during  the  Year  from  Entertain¬ 
ments.  It  would  be  well  if  members  would  try  and  foster 
more  sympathy  and  interest  in  this  work. 

The  Collections  in  Churches  and  Chapels  have  improved, 
and  arrangements  have  now  been  made  to  have  a  Hospital 
Sunday  on  Whit-Sund!ay,  and  it  is  confidently  hoped  that 
future  Collections  will  show  tendency  to  a  substantial  increase. 

Much  more  could  be  done  to  reduce  expenditure  if  friends 
generally  were  to  assist  in  giving  goods  in  kind  to  the  In¬ 
stitution.  A  Pound  Day  was  held  last  Year,  but  on  the  whole 
it  did  not  receive  the  support  expected.  We,  in  the  District 
which  the  Hospital  serves,  have  a  great  deal  to  learn  from  the 
support  given  so  constantly  and  whole-heartedly  to  other 
Hospitals  in  the  County  of  Merioneth. 
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In  this  connection,  the  Committee  during  the  Year  1929 
will  arrange  two  Hospital  Pound  Days.  One  in  the  middle 
of  the  Year,  and  the  other  at  the  end  of  the  Year — on  a 
Wednesday  and  on  a  Saturday,  and  an  Appeal  will  be  made 
to  the  public  to  show  their  interest  in  the  Hospital  and 
Nursing  Work  on  these  days.

The  Committee  would  very  respectfully 
appeal  for  gifts  of  equipment,  etc.,  etc.  Money  is  necessary, 
but  on  the  other  hand  there  is  the  splendid  dividend  of  restor¬ 
ing  life  and  health. 

In  conclusion,  the  Finance  Committee  hope  that  their  Appeal 
in  aid  of  such  a  deserving  Institution  as  the  Hospital  and  the 
Nursing  Service  will  not  be  in  vain.
